built the first heavier-than-air

ship, constructed 
a machine

he called te “ bolometer” with which 
he experimented at great length at 
the Allegheny Observatory at Pitts­ 
burgh. 
Prof. Langley gave up his 
experiments with the su n ’s rays to 
work out his ideas of navigation of 
the air.

Four Capital (Tty 
Dairy 
Company 
Officials Want Another Hearing— 
Charged With Others of Defraud­ 
ing the I . S. Out of Millions. 


Columbus, O., July <2i3.— A hear­ 
ing will be given in the United States 
district court tomorrow on the mo- 
t'on for a new trial for the four offi­ 
cials of the Capital City Dairy com­ 
pany, who were found guilty of de­ 
f r a u d i n g the /government out 
of 
revenue taxes in excess of a million 
dollars. 
This case, one of the fa­ 
mous ‘ oleo moonshine" cases being 
I rosecuted by the government, 
in­ 
volves several wealthy families in 
this section. 
The convicted men, who are out on 
bail of $20,000 each, are 
Dennis 
Kelly, a millionaire: 
M. I>eo Cor­ 
bett, W. II. Erbst and W. ill. Kelly, 
all officials and agents of the dairy 
company. 
They were found guilty 
on July 13 'by the jury which heard 
the case. 
Their trial began on June 
O O 
•J o 
Kelly as agreed to refund $400,- 
000 in evaded taxes to the govern- 
<mejnt and l$as already ;paid half this 
sum. 
The (government will press its 
claim, it is underhtood, against the 
Pirrung estate to collect money al­ 
leged to have been paid in illegal 
dividends iby the dairy company, of 
which Henry C. Pirrung was half 
owner. 
Suit for this restitution is 
pending. 
Tho action against the Columbus 
mien is part of the .(government's 
campaign against oleomargarine men 
who, it is claimed, have defrauded 
the federal treasury out of 
some 
$27,O(*0,OOH>. 
These 
frauds 
extend 
back. tor thirteen 
yearn. 
Already 
nearly a million of the evaded taxes 
have been collected. 
Previous to 
the Cai ital City case 42 violators of 
the .eleo ma bg ani ne law' jhave beet) 
convicted, and 29 were gent to pris­ 
on. 
It is claimed by Internal Reve­ 
nue Commissioner Osborn that 100,- 
000 tons of colored oleomargarine 
have been manufactured and fraudu­ 
lently sold as uncolored oleo. More 
alarming still to the pure food work­ 
ers Is the Information that much of 
this product has reached the con­ 
sum ers as butter. 
The loss to the government 
Is 
represented iln the difference 
be­ 
tween the revenue tax on colored and 
uncolored 
joleo. 
(For 
th e 
for­ 
mer the tax is Id cents per pound 
and for the uncolored It is 1-4 cent 
per pound. 
The goverment claimh 
th a t the Capital City and other mak­ 
ers of colored oleomargarine have 
paid only one-quarter of a cent per 
pound in taxes, when they should 
have paid IO cents per pound. 
The government’s sto ry of how it 
was defrauded was .brought out in 
the opening statement 
of 
Special 
Prosecutor Childs, when the 
case 
against the Columbus men began last 
month. 
He declared that the oil 
used by the local men was a blend 
of palm, sessame and cotton seed 
oils in about equal proportions. 
A 
bairel of this oil, traced from Bay­ 
onne, N. J., to Columbus, was sub­ 
mitted ag evidence by the govern­ 
ment. 
The prosecutor claimed that 
AV. H. Kelly, one of the convicted 
men, used the name of Slating in 
arranging shipments of the oil to 
Columbus. 
It was also brought out that offi­ 
cers of the dairy company, 
when 
questioned'by government inspectors 
at The oleo plant, admitted that the 
shipment which had been traced to 
tho plant was for the use of the 
dairy company, and that such oil 
had lieen used for coloring purposes 
for several 
years. 
It 
was 
also 
charged that four barrets of this 
coloring oil found ct the plant was 
taken far out into the country and 
destroyed .by agents of the 
com­ 
pany. and the empty barrels 
were 
broken up and thrown Into brush 
heaps.

MINERS SHOW FIRST 
AID METHODS 
4 Billings, Mont., July 23.- Tho mi­ 
n ers’ annual first 
ail 
contest, in 
which ItH'ns from fifteen mines In 
this state will compete, takes place 
here today and 
tomorrow. 
Each 
team has five men, trained to dem­ 
onstrate the first ald and mine res­ 
cue wrork. 
The Red Lodge 
team 
holds the championship 
won last 
year. 
The expense of tho meet will 
be met by the mine owners, and the 
two days are being ♦limed into a 
miners’ holiday, 


John C. Andras 
of Manchester 
was in Jacksonville Friday, the spe­ 
cial purpose of his visit being to se­ 
cure the necessary amount of vet­ 
erinary tuberculin to treat shipment 
of Hereford cattle he is to make. 
The Herefords, twenty in number, 
go to a point in Georgia aud were 
purchased 
by an official 
of the 
Southern railway, who paid the sum 
of $3,000, an average of $150 
a 
head. 
The animals weighed SOO to 
1000 pounds and were sold by the 
head and not by the pound. 
Mr. 
Andras said yesteray that the low 
price of cotton has had a tendency 
to increase the interest 
in 
live 
stock in the south, with th e result 
th a t purchases were being made in 
the breeding sections of Illinois and 
other states for 
shipment of good 
strains of cattle to the southern 
states. 
Herefords 
are 
considered 
good animals because they 
fatten 
readily and are hardy. 
Feeding Many Cattle. 
On the Andras farms in Morgan 
and Scott counties there 
are now 
more than. 250 head of cattle and 
while the Herefords predominate 
in the fine stock 
department, the 
(bulk of the cattle kept for feeding 
purposes are shorthorns. 
They vary 
In size and a lot which was ship­ 
ped recently sold at $10.25 per h u n ­ 
dred. 
Others will be marketed lu 
the late fall months and still others 
are intended to be sold as Christmas 
beef. Moot of these cattle w*ere fed 
timothy and clover hay during the 
winter and In the 
early 
su m m er 
were turned on pasture and still lat­ 
er on wer© given some grain 
Talking about general farm con­ 
ditions and In answer 
to various 
questions, Mr. Andras said: 
“ We 
have on our farms this year be­ 
tween 400 and 500 acres of wheat 
which is still in the shock. 
We are 
yet uncertain as to whether we will 
thresh from the shock or from the 
stack, as that will depend on condi­ 
tions which may arise. 
Had it not 
been for the necessary work with 
alfalfa we no douot would have 
placed all the wheat In the stack. 
We have, however. 75 acres of al­ 
falfa and the wet season has m ade 
It slow work in harvesting it. The 
first crop averaged a ton and a half 
to the acre and the second crop, 
which we have just finished cutting, 
will run a ton and a quarter. 
On 
one field which was cut a second 
time a little more than two weeks 
ago, the third crop had made much 
progress because of the rain 
and 
moisture that it will not be more 
than two weeks longer 
until the 
^chirj crop is ready. 
Saving Alfalfa. 
"We have not baled the hay but 
nave placed it loose in our barns, 
and after it goes through the sweat 
will bale it. 
In a wet season the 
plan we have sometimes followed 
with success Is to spread a layer of 
alfalfa in the barn loft and then cov­ 
er It with a layer of wheat straw. 
By alternating the alfalfa and the 
straw* plenty of air is provided and 
there has 
consequently 
been no 
trouble from moisture or from lack 
of air arid the alfalfa has cured per­ 
fectly. 
“There never has been, I think, 
a greater wheat crop and in all the 
markets it is being received in such 
condition that It grades 3 and 
4. 
In consequence the elevator in our 
own 
locality has been 
paying re ­ 
cently prices which range from 90c 
to $1. 
Threshing 
has shown that 
some of the grain which was cut 
very late because of wet fields was 
in better condition than that which 
was cut early and left a consirable 
time In the shock. 
Practically all 
shock wheat which was cut early 
has begun to sprout and inevitably 
there is a dampness which affects 
the grading. 
This will be remedied 
in a great many cases w here the 
wheat has been stacked, and with 
the continuance of dry weather (lie 
quality of wheat threshed will im ­ 
prove. 
I can see no reason why an 
early advance In the price of wheat 
should be anticipated for the reason 
that with tho vast amount now b e ­ 
ing 
made 
ready 
for 
shipment 
it will not be long until all tr a n s ­ 
portation facilities are in use. 
Hay Crop is Fine. 
The hay crop is iii excellent condi­ 
tion and many fields of timothy will 
yield a ton and u half to the acre, 
aud the only trouble that farmers 
are having about hay is the pressure 
of harvest aud other work brought 
on by the unusual season. The price 
of straiw promises to 
be strong, 
largely 
because 
it 
is 
of 
such 
very poor quality. 
There Is an ab­ 
undance of both 
wheat 
and oat 
straw, 
but It has been 
damaged 
so much 
by the 
continued 
wet 
weather that in threshing It ta all 
torn to pieces and the feeding value 
very much reduced. 
Real first class 
wheat straw is now worth $8 a ton. 
I see no prospect for the price of 
old corn to advance very material­ 
ly. 
It is now worth 75c a bushel, 
and when corn gets to that figure 
or thereabouts you will find f a rm ­ 
ers economizing 
with feed. 
The 
horse th at gets six or eight ears of 
corn when it is worth 50c a bushel 
nor* gets two or three ears aud a 
larger quantity of hay. 
This prac­ 
tice universally followed 
makes a 
great difference in the consumption. 
It Is also true that a great many 
farmers hesitate to feed 70c and 7'5c 
corn to hogs, and tills also has its 
effect on the general price 
But 
notwithstanding the high 
pressure 
under 
which 
farming 
operations 
have been conducted during the past 
two months, it can he said 
with 
truth that general conditions are ex­ 
cellent,”
